Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 fails to 
establish that applicants had conceived and reduced to practice the claimed invention prior to May 31, 2002. The documents do not 
support the reduction to practice of a silane terminated polyurethane prepared from the compound (I), required by the instant claims. 
White page 4, paragraph 2, suggests an aspartate reaction product, this does not establish support for the breadth of (I), or show that an 
aspartate temiinated polyurethane was reduced to practice. In addition, the documents do not support that applicants had conceived of 
the claimed molecular weight range or the 40 to 80 wt% monol content required by the instant claims. 
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
